The treatm ent, he explained, 
consists of administering two 
powerfu l synthetically-produ ced

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ing the past few y ears that men are tempted to 
think that any thing may happen and that ev ­ 
ery thing is to be taken for granted. 
When the seemingly impossible becomes the 
demonstrated actu al, most of u s take it as a 
m atter of cou rse. Predictions which a few y ears 
ago prov oked general and scornfu l incredu lity 
hav e materialized before ou r interested bu t 
hardly wondering ey es. 
Thu s does the miracu lou s pass into the com­ 
monplace. Modern inv ention and the wonderfu l 
applications of science giv e fresh point to the 
say ing of Whitman: “Ev ery cu bic inch of space 
is a miracle.” 
With su ch speed throu gh the air as men hav e 
come to command, and with instant commu nica­ 
tion made feasible between the end of the earth, 
nothing is remote, ev ery thing is near at hand. 
What occu rs in one q u arter of the globe immedi­ 
ately effects the inhabitants of all the rest of it. 


THREAT 
There is a terrible fascination abou t chemical 
poisons, the tox ins, the v iru ses and the bacilli 
which will rain down u pon cou ntless millions in 
the “nex t war.” A scientist and sanitation ex ­ 
pert speaks of a certain bacillu s of which a gram 
is su fficient to kill a million hu man beings. 
If men set ou t to prepare su ch a tox in and to 
scatter it by airplane, what wou ld be the u se of 
the panoply of war. 
Another form of defense, howev er, may end 
by making this latest grisly threat something of 
a blessing. The best safegu ard against infection 
is keeping u p the general tone of the body . Man 
is at all times su rrou nded by dangerou s micro­ 
organisms. They are dangerou s, howev er, only 
against a weakened organism. 
The su rest defense against an inv asion of air­ 
planes scattering dread bacteria is to keep the 
nativ e popu lation well-nou rished, well-clothed, 
well-hou sed, happy , contented. If fear of “the 
nex t war” leads ev ery nation to see to it that all 
its slu m children hav e plenty of pu re milk, and 
its working mothers plenty of rest, and its work­ 
ing fathers well-cooked meals and a su mmer 
v acation, the threat of a world war wou ld be a 
blessing. 
We hav e seen the benefits of su ch a threat in 
the common cold. Ou t of dread of infection by 
cold germs which seem constantly to hov er abou t 
man like a swarm of mosq u itoes, millions care­ 
fu lly maintain a strong constitu tion, with the 
resu lt that they not only av oid colds bu t other 
diseases and prolong life.

England had 
the German colonies in Africa 
and was ru nning things in Pal­ 
estine and Persia. 
Tu rkey had 
shru nk to a mere blot on the 
map and was getting ready to 
throw away the fez and the ha­ 
rem and the v eil. The German 
fleet had been su nk and the 
German army redu ced to 100,000 
men. 
Millions of soldiers went 
back home to try to find jobs 
where there were no jobs. The 
Germans owed the allies billions 
of dollars which they did not 
propose to pay . 
The allies owed 
the United States billions 
of 
dollars which they did not pro­ 
pose to pay . The United States 
owed these billions of dollars to 
their own citizens—from which 
they had borrowed the money 
to lend to the allies. 
The American people went 
into this war with the idea that 
it was a “war to end war”—a 
war “to make the world safe for 
democracy .” 
A little later we 
shall see ju st how su ccessfu l this 
gigantic stru ggle was in achiev ­ 
ing those ends.

THE WORLD WAR 
(Continu ed) 
The treachery and inefficiency 
of the Ru ssian leaders led to 
terrible slau ghter of their own 
troops and ev entu ally to a sep­ 
arate peace which remov ed Ru s­ 
sia from the war and enabled 
the 
Germans to concentrate 
their forces on the British and 
French front^ while the Au s- 
trians tu rned to demolish the 
Italians and the small Balkan 
nations. The Italians prov ed to 
be more of a hindrance than a 
help to the allies—which was 
likewise tru e of all of the small 
nations. And the neu tral Du tch 
and Danish and Scandinav ians 
and Swiss grew rich from smu g­ 
gling goods and mu nitions and 
food throu gh to the Germans— 
ju st as the English mu nitions 
manu factu rers had grown rich 
selling to Germany right u p to 
the ou tbreak of hostilities. 
The original 
German plans 
were well laid, bu t they con­ 
tinu ally went astray . The plan 
was for German, Au strian and 
Italian armies to make short 
work of France—then tu rn on 
Ru ssia, which nation wou ld nat­ 
u rally be mu ch slower abou t 
getting organized for war—and 
then deal with the hated Eng­ 
lish at leisu re. Germany , ev en 
with a slightly demented Kaiser 
on the throne, was not so fool­ 
ish as to think that she cou ld 
defeat the British fleet in open 
battle. 
The plan was to keep 
the German fleet safely in har­ 
bor—destroy 
or 
blockade the 
British fleet with su bmarines— 
and then transport a^great Ger­ 
man 
army 
to 
England 
and 
smash the English on their own 
soil in the first su ccessfu l in­ 
v asion of England since that of 
William the Conq u eror and his 
Norman riff-raff. A v ery sou nd 


plan, indeed, prov ided Germany 
cou ld first win on the continent. 
The entire war wou ld prob­ 
ably last bu t a few months— 
and the price of v ictory ^ou ld 
be all of the British and French 
and Belgian colonies and a su f­ 
ficient cash indemnity to cov er 
the war ex penses of Germany 
and her allies. As a measu re of 
safety , 
all 
remaining 
ships 
wou ld be taken from England 
and France—and it wou ld be 
well to prev ent them from bu ild­ 
ing either passenger or freight 
v essels in the fu tu re. Somebody 
in Germany had been reading 
abou t what the Romans did to 
the Carthaginians. 
If the British dominions and 
the United States were so fool­ 
hardy as to enter the conflict, 
they wou ld be treated in the 
same way in du e time. A su b­ 
marine fleet that cou ld bottle 
u p the British fleet cou ld then 
bottle u p the Americans—and 
the German fleet wou ld then es­ 
cort the v ictoriou s German army 
to North America, where they 
wou ld u ndou btedly make short 
work of the shadow army of 
regu lars and national gu ards­ 
men of the Yankees. Arrange­ 
ments were made to land the 
German army in Mex ico — for 
which co-operation the Mex i­ 
cans were to secu re possession 
of all the land they lost to the 
Yankees after the Mex ican War 
in 1848. 
The 
German 
plans 
went 
wrong from the v ery start of the 
conflict. 
The Italians decided 
to fight on the wrong side. The 
despised Belgians ’held u p the 
Germans for two or three day s 
too long. And then the forward 
thru st of the Germans was so 
powerfu l 
that 
their 
enemies 
were forced to dev elop a sy stem 
of trench warfare which was to­ 


tally u nex pected by either side. 
The war 
dev eloped into 
a 
deadlock—at least on the French 
front. 
And the French front 
mu st be broken and destroy ed 
if the Germans were to win. 
The 
adv antage was alway s 
with the Germans. 
They were 
u nder a single command, while 
the allies were div ided and did 
not co-operate any too well. The 
Germans cou ld strike the ring 
at any desired point—and time 
after time they nearly broke 
throu gh into open cou ntry be­ 
hind the allied lines. 
If they 
cou ld only pu sh a su fficiently 
large force throu gh a gap in 
that line, they had absolu te con­ 
fidence in their ability to roll u p 
the defenders—defeat them in 
mobile 
warfare — and 
then 
march on to seize Paris and .all 
of the key cities in France. 
Althou gh they did not appre­ 
ciate the fact, the fate of the 
Germans was sealed when the 
United States entered the war 
against them. 
For this y ou ng 
and v igorou s nation not only 
prov ided the allies with a great 
new reserv oir of fighting men 
and materials—bu t its leaders 
forced the allies to place the 
command of the allied troops in 
the hands of a single command­ 
er—an absolu tely 
v ital 
step 
which had prev iou sly been pre­ 
v ented by jealou sy between the 
French and the English — and 
the lack of which had nearly 
lost the war on sev eral occa­ 
sions. 
The Germans failed to win the 
World War for two main rea­ 
sons. 
The first was that sy s­ 
tem of trench warfare which we 
hav e mentioned. By going into 
the trenches the allies were able 
to hold the Germans back long 
enou gh to permit England—and 
then 
America—to train and 
eq u ip large armies. The second 
reason was the failu re of the 
su bmarine. If the German su b­ 
marines had been able to sink

Dinner will hav e been a t 7 :30. 
The roy al 
v isitors will hav e 
talk ed to hu ndreds of persons, 
will hav e stood q u ite a bit, will 
hav e listened to a great deal of 
talk , and will hav e heard some 
chamber mu sic. 
They will be escorted down 
the u pstairs hall by Mrs. Roose­ 
v elt, who will ask them when 
they lik e break fast. They can 
hav e break fast in bed; they can 
join Mrs. Roosey elt in the big, 
su nny u pstairs lou nge that's fu ll 
of book s, flowers and family pic­ 
tu res, or they can go down to the 
walnu t-panelled family dining 
room. They can hav e whatev er 
they want: whether it’s poached 
eggs or k ippered herring. 
After good-nights, the King 
and Qu een will step into q u iet, 
homelik e rooms. The lamp on the 
bedside stand will be lighted. An­ 
other lamp will be aglow beside 
the 
chaise-longu e 
that 
is 
flank ed by a stand holding the

magazines. 
There will be White Hou se sta­ 
tionery in the desk .

Philip Magu ire, v ice-president 
of the Federal Su rplu s Commod­ 
ities Corporation, which is con­ 
du cting the ex periment, was 
“highly pleased” with its opera­ 
tion. Latham White, FSCC ad­ 
ministrator in Rochester, was 
“v ery mu ch satisfied.” 
Merchants representativ es pre­ 
dicted su ccess for the plan and 
wholesale grocers reported a 
“slight increase” in the mov e­ 
ment of su rplu s commodities. 
Relief clients were particu larly 
pleased becau se they cou ld se­ 
lect the kind of foods they want­ 
ed. 
Under the old setu p, eligibles 
were giv en whatev er su rplu s food 
was on hand at the time. 
The new plan works this way : 
Participants certified by either 
the city , cou nty or v eterans’ wel­ 
fare departments receiv e identi­ 
fication cards from their welfare 
agency . 
Master cards for all those 
qu alified, listing the minimu m 
and max imu m amou nt of stamps 
which can be pu rchased, are sent 
to the FSCC office. A minimu m 
of abou t $1 per person in the 
family per week and a max imu m 
of abou t $1.50 are set. 
The participant presents his 
identification card at the FSCC 
office, where it is checked. He 
is giv en a certification, listing 
the max imu m and minimu m 
amou nts of stamps he can bu y , 
and pu rchases orange stamps, in 
25 cent denominations, with his 
money . For ev ery two orange 
stamps he bu y s, the gov ernmeht 
giv es him a 25 cent blu e stamp. 
The client then takes the 
stamps to any grocery store and 
makes his pu rchases. Grocers 
may u se the stamps to pu r­ 
chase more su pplies from whole­ 
salers, cash them at banks, or 
receiv e pay ment for them at the 
FSCC office. At the end of the 
first week, grocers, banks and

Kings come high and seldom 
n this democratic city , and in 
places the price for a berth at a 
window is higher than at an in­ 
au gu ral. Room prices mostly are 
two or three times the normal 
rate, bu t 2,000 per cent u p in 
others. 
We made his awesome discov ­ 
ery while hu nting a pleasant 
spot to v iew the King ov er a bot­ 
tle of pop instead of jostling for 
fou r hou rs with the other 300,-

defeat o f tha t particu lar instru ­ 
m ent did no t abando n the idea.

Nav al Co nference 
H arding’s electio n was qu ickly 
fo llo wed by a call fo r a nav al 
lim itatio ns co nference. 
Ou t o f the co nference grew the 
nine po wer pact and the fo u r 
po wer pact, bo th designed to 
cu rb the war spirit in o riental 
riv alries. Essentially the pledge 
was to respect the adm inistra­ 
tiv e and territo rial integrity o f 
China. 
As a side issu e, Japan 
and the United States agreed 
no t to fo rtify o u tly ing island 
po ssessio ns, Hawaii ex cepted. 
Nav al lim itatio ns and disar­ 
m am ent co nv entio ns o f 19 27 and 
19 3 9 were o nly partially su ccess­ 
fu l in bringing abo u t an agree­ 
m ent to limit warships o f light­ 
er catego ries no t to u ched in the 
19 22 nav al co nference. 
Under the Kello gg treaty , the 
so -called Pact o f Paris, a high- 
spirited effo rt to “o u tlaw w ar” 
was made at the inv itatio n o f 
the United States, try ing again 
to prev ent wars into which we 
m ight be drawn. 
In 19 3 4 began the Ny e co m­ 
m ittee inv estigatio n which dis­ 
clo sed the part play ed by m u ni­ 
tio ns makers and bankers in 
inching this co u ntry into the 


v inced m any tha t by stern legis­ 
latio n we co u ld av o id the m is­ 
takes which in 19 14 -17 pro pelled 
u s into the war. 


Sentim ent Changed 
So by 19 3 5 the sentim ent was 
that Eu ro pe’s wars co u ldn’t be 
prev ented and the best way to 
stay o u t was to ship them no 
mo ney o r mu nitio ns. 
The neu trality act, embo dy ing 
that idea, was enacted. 
It his 
been mo dified steadily as it be­ 
came less satisfacto ry to the ad­ 
m inistratio n and to at least part 
o f its su ppo rters. 
No w Hu ll has asked co ngress 
to switch back. 
End the arm s 
embargo , say s he. 
His wo rds 
o nly half co ncealed his strength­ 
ened belief tha t the best way to 
stay o u t o f Eu ro pean wars was 
to prev ent them. 
And the best 
way to prev ent them ju st no w 
is to let it be kno wn tha t o u r 
su pplies o f arm s and m u nitio ns 
will be o pen to mo re peacefu l 
natio ns. 
American 
su pplies 
tam ed Germany in the Wo rld 
War. 
And President Ro o sev elt has 
argu ed tha t in any ev ent— 
“The effectiv e m aintenance o f 
American neu trality depends to ­ 
day , as in the past, o n the wis­ 
do m and determ inatio n o f who ­ 
ev er at the mo ment o ccu py the 
o ffices o f president and secre­ 
tary o f state.”
